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LUSTRINGS COMPANY. 


HAT Clowdelly, Sherrad, and du Cloux, as firſt Makers 0 Alamoiles and Luſtrings in 
| England, had the ſole making and vending thereof as a new, Invention by Letters Pattents. 

S$ks were made in England, Time out of mind, fit for Hoods and Scarves, tho not then 
known by the Name of Alamodes and Luſtrengs: And in the Year 1663 (everal Pieces of Alamode, 
and Lsftrings were made by ſome Weavers ; and others made the fame about 1670, and in 1684. 
All before any Patent obtained for the ſame as a new Invention: And they had their $:/4s well 
dreſfed, as they can give undeniable Evidence of ; ſo that by the Satute of Monopoly 21jt. Fac. 1. 
Gap. 23. they ought not to be debarred of their Right. 

Before the Pattent, Alamodes and Luſtrings were made tn ſmall Quantities, m4 nt 1 Pere tron, 
fo that they were forced to leave off the Making. 

He that can make Two Pieces, can make more ; and the Weavers can prove tha: the {.ume was 
made and drefled as well, as the Luſtrings Company made any. 

The Cauſe why the Weavers left off making them was, the great Importation of Fr:uc4 Goods 
and for the ſame Reaſon the Patentees did forbear to make Alamodes and Lnſtrings allo, Atter 
the Prohibition of French Goods, Weavers, as well as the Laſtrimgs Company fell to work, and the 
Luſtrings Gompany did not moleſt any Weaver until under the Umbraze of the Act of Tanave and 
Poundage, the Luſirings Company in 1684, cauſed many Pieces to be leized, as being French Goods, 
but upon Aflidavit, that they were made in England, they were reſtored to the Owners, who fold 
the ſame without any Interruption. And after that the Weavers were not molefted, until a 
Clauſe was Inſerted in the Coal A& for the Prohibition of French (ons tro be Imported ; whereby 
the Luſtrings Company have the Sealing and Marking Alamodes and Luſtrings, made by them in Eng: 
land, and gives not the Laſtrings Company any Power to Mark or Scal the Weavel's Guols; where- 
fore retuſing to Mark and Seal the Weaver's Alamodes and Luſtrings made in Inylaud, they are 
deprived of their Rights and Liberties. 

The Luſtring Company hath 600 Looms at work , and imploys ſeveral Weavers. 

There was, Nine or Ten Years ago, Twenty Thouſand Pieces of Alamodes and Lnſlv11ge import: 
ed yearly from France into England; and the Luſtrings Company hath made but Nine Thouſand in 
Four years ſpace, which makes not 3000 Pieces a year : Now, in caſe the Weavers were encou- 
raged, they being above 10000, can ſet, many of them, 20. zo. or 52. Looms at Worl, and ſo 
jupply England. 

The Governors of the Weavers Company have given away therr Rights. 

The Court of Aſſiſtants of the Weavers Company, may give away their own Rights to the 
making of Alamodes and Luſtrings; but being Governors only, pro h.c vice , and Truftees for their 
Members, they cannot give away their Members Rights : And at a Common-Hall held the 2824. 
of Januray laſt paſt, it was alerted to be the Right of the Weavers to make Luj/{111gs and Ilimodes. 
by Majority of about 150. to only Five for the Laſtrings Company. 

The Luſtrings Company offers to take all Weavers mto they Com tiiy that will c 1ribute to thei 
joint Stock. 

In that Caſe the Rich Weavers would Monopolize the whole Trade tothonielves, in excluding 
the poorer ſort of Weavers. And a poor Weaver with Twenty Pounds may let a 1.001 at Work, 
which will employ his Family ; and the Piece being made, will be ready Money, with which, 
and the Increafe of the prime Stock, he may imploy more Looms. 

The ! .uſtrings Company exchanges great Quantittes of Cloath, WMONHf a: lured in | nuland, for YAK 
Silk; «nd the ſame cannot be carried on without a joint Stock, to deſtroy the Trade of 1.100. : 

In Lon they have no joint Stock, but every Weaver is at liberty to buy and !-11 at pleature. 
The more Weavers ſell Alamodes and Luſtrmgs, the greater Conſumption ol Sk, and contequent- 
ly the Manufactury of Cloath will increaſe as the Manufactory ol 1{.40:40s and | ft 15175 1ncreates. 
So that prohibiting the Weavers to work for themſelves, is to diſcourage Eng/1 VV cavers, and 
encourage the Weavers of Lon. 

Now, for as much as the Intent of the Clauſe is to Prohibit only French Goor, The Weavers 
propole to haveall their Luſtrings and Alamodes Marked and Sealed by the 1 /117n.,5 01p.4y, at 
the Weavers'own Coſt and Charge; in the Warp before cut off the Loom, and the Mark to be 
cur of, indented in nature of a Tally, whereof one Part to be kept by iuch as ſhall be appointed 
to Marl. and Seal their Goods, to direct to the Piece and the Man who male it, and the other to 
0 along with the Piece of $14, to prevent and detect Smugling,
